Company Declared Blame- 
Jess in Death of 15 Miners 


in Polecat Slope. 


FLOOD OF JULY 24 RECALLED 


Superintendent Buttei'jnore Tolls of 


Kfforts to Save Men ; Corroborat«I 
by Other Witnesses; Precautions to 
Prevent Similar 


The Supcrba Coal Company, Thurs- 
day, was cleared of blame for the death 
o£ 1." miners, drowned in the Polecat 
mJne of the company nt Evans Station, 
July 24, when the 
workings 
were 
Hooded. 
A Coroner's jury, at Unlci- 
town, after hearing the testimony oC 
James "W. Buttermore. Mine Foreman 
W. A Ganier; FIreboss Charges "Wilson 
and Drivers Frank Robey and "WJiliam 
Laufejilln, held the company blamele^H 
and returned the following1 
verdict; 


""W>> ilnd that Frank Layoff and 
14 
others came to their deaths by being 
drowned by a flooding of the Poleyat 
mine of the Superba Coal 
Company. 


"We find thai an unprecedented rain- 
fall had occasioned an accumulation oC 
water !n the nelg-hborhood of the mine, 
that when danger threatened, every 
possible means was employed, by the 
officers in cliargre or the mine to rescue 
the men." 


Superintendent Jams TV. Buttormore 
first was called to the stand. He testi- 
fied that he had been in charge of HID 
mine p,s superintendent since February 
1, lt)l± Leaving- the company, store at 
1 o'clock the afternoon of the flood, 
said Buttermore, he 
noticed 
water 
pouring- into an old opening: near the 
Pennsylvania railroad tracks. He said 
he notified 
Mine 
Foreman 
W. 
A. 
Ganier, immediately, and Ganier 
and 
Charles "Wilson, seizing: their lamps, 
rushed Into the mine to 
warn 
tho 
•workers. 
The water rushed on, the 
witness said, and brbke through the 
man way. He called men together and 
did everything to check the water. At 
3 o'clock he had erected a temporary 
dam. 
By 8 o'clock, said the witness, 


both openings had been closed and no 
morc water entered the mine. - 
Buttermore said 
Jie 
believed 
the 
water poured through the first opening 
for two hours, and through the second 
two and one-half hours.1 He said water 
had entered the man way a year and 
a half previous, but not through the 
opening made July 24. 
He said all 
precautions to prevent a repetition of 
the flood had been taken. The manway 
has been raised six feet and concreted. 
The opening1 near the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad has been closed with a con- 
crete 
bulkhead. 
Buttermore 
was 
Questioned by I. G. Robey, district 
mine inspector, who represented the 
State Department ot Mines at the In- 
quest. 


W, A. Ganlpr fojlowed Buttermore. 
He paid he had been a mine foreman 
14 years, and. graphically described his 
experience In the Superba mine. With 
Charles Wilson, Ganier was forced to 
spend three hours in the mine, their 
lamps extinguished, clinging to a rib 
and waiting in it niche in the mine for 
the torrent to subside. "I thought it 
was all over with me," said 
Gainer, 
who declared both h«* and Wilson had 
given up hope of escaping alive. 
After Buttermore notified him the 


mine was flooded, testified Ganier, he 
and Wilson rushed into the mine to 
wai n the men. 
A haulage man was 
sent one way, while Ganier and Wilson 
went another. They could not w.irn the 
men. 
Most of the workers were in 
the lowest parts of the workings and 
before they could be. reached, the water 
had caught Wilson and Ganier. Ganier 
traced sections of the mine from a mine 
m.\p. 
Inspector Roboy 
and 
several 
jurors cross-examined the witness. 
Four men, who stopped a moment to 
rest while making their way out of the 
mine, lost tlieli* lives 
In thta group 
was J. H. Geller. "Me no 'Iraki- Me 
finish wagon." said one of the foreigrn- 
evs when notined to ilee. 
"I thought there was no hope 
for

said Charles "Wilson, who ac- 
companied Ganier. 
"If It hadn't been
